BERLIN (AP)—Russia threatened tonight to force 
down any Allied plane which wanders out of the air cor- 
ridors to this blockaded city and the Greater Berlin area.

To Visit Stalin

MOSCOW (AP)—The Mos- 
cow press gave heaty play 
today to a Tass ispatch 
from Washington q ing an 
American newspaper as say- 
ing President Truman may 
come to Russia for a personal 
talk with Prime Minister 
Stalin. 


The fact that this item was 
published here at all is not with- 
out significance. The newspapers 
made no comment on the report, 
but it is hardly likely it would 
have been published if the editors 
had not looked upon it as a seri- 
ous, worthwhile piece. 

The Soviet news agency dis- 
patch said the Washington Times 
Hergid.-prtfited the report. (The 
| dispatch may have referred to a 
syndicated column, Tris Coffin's 
“Daybook,” published in. the 
Times Herald. It said Monday 
President Truman wanted a con- 
ference with world leaders on 
peace and might even go to Mos- 
cow.) 

AT WASHINGTON? 

The dispatch said that “al- 
though no definite decision has 
been reached, Truman presumes 
he can meet Stalin at his place 
(presumably Washington) in- 
stead of going to Moscow.” 

“However,” it added, “if Stalin 
does not leave the Soviet Union, 
Truman is filled with such a de- 
termination to put into effect his 
program of peace that possibly 
he will himself go to Moscow.”

A call on President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister 
Churchill, a guest at the 
White House, was no more 
than an informal chat.
